I feel both of these groups should get the conscent of the Board to continue 
as in the past with the additiona that each of the College players must join 
as a student member. One stipulation I feel we should make to both groups is that 
complete control should be maintained by their supervisor while at the Country 
club, and their privlidges be limited to playing golf and not the club house,

Don stated we had a major robbery in June 1965 and a second one in January 1966, 
He raised the question whether or not we could continue insurance for these 
losses, unless drastic steps were made to improve our condition, both as to 
discourage robberies and hold lesser amount of money in the safe. A $500 limit~

AMENDMENT TO THE OCTOBER 9, 1964, OPERATING OUTLINE 
FOR ASTORIA. GOLF AND COUNTRY CLUB 


Recent examination by the Internal Revenue Service indicates 
that certain changes must be made in our operating procedures 
in order to retain our noneprofit status. These changes involve 
use of our facilities by non-members and the records pertaining 
to such use. The Board of Directors has decided to adopt all 
necessary measures to insure retention of the Club's present 
non=profit status. 


Accordingly, henceforth all public play and all public use of our 
facilities will be discontinued. Only club members, their guests, 
and members of private clubs (having reciprocal agreements with 
us)(Shoul@ be allowed to play our course or use any of our facil- 
-ities. Exceptions for unusual situations may only be made by 

the Board of Directors or by an officer of the Club acting on be- 
half of the Board. 

In order to maintain present revenue levels our reciprocal program 
is to be expanded. A.more active guest system is being set up, 

a new Temporary Membership’classification is being added and handl- 
ing of Student Membershipsis to be clarified. 


(1) RECIPROCAL PROGRAM 


Expansion of the reciprocal program is to be accomplished by 
sending out letters to private golf clubs in Oregon and Washington 
(to those not already sent) and to private clubs in other areas 
when there has been an expression of interest from such clubs or 
from a member of such a club. Further, follow-up letters should 
be sent out to clubs that have not yet responded favorably to our 
previous letters suggesting written confirmation of a reciprocal 
arrangement, Anyone playing under a reciprocal arrangement must 
pay greens fees.

The more active guest card system will be initiated by the 

printing of a new(Annual Guest Card. This card is to be distri- 

buted by members to their friends and it will entitle the bearer, 

upon payment of greens fees, to play the course and use the Club 

facilities. Those using Annual Guest Cards must observe all 

Club rules. Privileges granted to guests may be suspended at any 

time upon action of the Board of Directors or its representatives. 

It is intended that holders of guest cards pay for their own greens 

fees and for any other services received. 


(3) NEW MEMBERSHIP CLASSIFICATION 


The new membership classification will be called Temporary 

Non-Resident Social, and it will be available to anyone who is 
not a resident of Clatsop County, provided they have made proper 
application, paid the $5.00 annual membership fee and have been 
sponsored by a club member or by a duly authorized representative 
of the Club. The usual provisions of posting an applicant's name 
on the bulletin board and subsequent presentation to the Board of 
Directors will be dispensed with in this new type of temporary mem- 
bership as it is felt that sponsorship by a regular member or by 
an authorized representative of the Club will be sufficient screen- 
ing for the Temporary Non-Resident Social membership. Holders of 
this new type of membership will be entitled to use of the 6lub ‘ 
house and the golf course upon payment of greens fees and are Ss ~~ 
permitted to have guests. They are obliged to abide by all club 
rulés. This membership may be suspended or cancelled at any time 
for violation of club rules or for unbecoming conduct. Suspension 
and/or cancellation for cause to be made by the Board of Directors 
or by @ club officer or by an authorized representative of the 
Club. Temporary members are not entitled to several of the privi- 
leges afforded ayregulam member, such as right to vote, hold office, 
6t cetera.

hours without payment of greens fees. They will not be entitled to 
use the club house facilities, other than the dining room. They are 
obliged to abide by all club rules and for failure to abide by the 
club rules, or for unbecoming conduct, their membership may be sus- 
pended or terminated by the Board, Club officer, or by an authorized 
representative of the Club. At times when play is light and upom 
receiving approval from the Professional, student members may have 
guests. The number of Student Memberships available will be set by 
the Board of Directors. 
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Amendment to Operating Outline of 10/9/6h, AsGe& CoC. -- 2/1/66 


In order to be certain that the programming set forth above is 
carried out, the following duties and responsibilities should be 
added to our operating outline. 


Ie CLUB MANAGER 


Henceforth, the club house facilities are to be made available 
only to members, their guests and members of other private clubs 
(with whom we have a reciprocal agreement). Exceptions may be 
made only by the Board of Directors or by a Club officer acting on 
behalf of the Board. It will be the responsibility of the Club 
Manager to maintain a guest log in the club house for the purpose 
of registering anyone using the ckub house who is not a member of 
the Club. In addition to guest's name, this log should indicate 
sponsoring member's name or the name of the club of a guest covered 
by a reciprocal agreement. Whenever exceptions are made allowing 
public use of the club house facilities, an exacting record must 
be kept as to the extent of such use and it should be so indicated 
in the Daily Receipts records for accounting purposese 


Expansion of the reciprocal program will largely be the ree 
sponsibility of the Club Manager. He should immediately prepare 
a list of clubs who have responded favorably to our previous request 
and this list should be made available to the Pro shop. As new 
responses come in, the name of the new club should be added to the 
Pro shop liste Also, follow-up letters should be sent out to 
clubs that have not yet answered our original letter of proposal. 


The program should be further expanded by sending letters to 
private clubs to whom we have not yet sent letters of proposal, 
particularly in the case of clubs whose members have asked to play 
our course (this information to be furnished by Pro shop). 


A supply of guest cards should be kept on hand at all times 
in the club house and made available to our members, 


III. CLUB PROFESSIONAL (PRO). 


Henceforth, only. club members, their guests and members of 
other private clubs (with whom we have a»reciprocal agreement ) 
should be allowed to play our course. As previously indicated, 
some exceptions may be made for unusual situations by the Board 
of Directors or by an officer of the Club acting on hehalf of the 
Board. If anyone, who is not a member, wishes to play our course, 
they may only do so if they are covered by a reciprocal agreement, 
are invited by one of our members as a guest, or are willing to 
join the Club as a temporary member or make application for some 
other type of membership (such as, regular Non-Resident, Student, 
et cetera). Needless to say, when it is necessary to refuse play- 
ing privileges to anyone, this should be done in as tactful a 
manner as possible.

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III. CLUB PROFESSIONAL (PRO) Continued 


With regard to reciprocal privileges, the Pro shop is to 
be furnished a list of clubs with whom we have written recipro- 
cal agreements. Reciprocal privileges should be extended to 
only members of clubs on this list. If a member of a private 
club that is not covered by a reciprocal agreement requests play=- 
ing privileges, every effort should be made to obtain a guest 
ward for such a person from one of our members, and a memorandum 
should be made as to the name and home address of his private 
clube This memorandum should then be turned over to the Club 
Manager so that a letter of proposal may be mailed to his club 
immediately, thus implementing the expansion of our reciprocal 
program. 


Guest cards must be current and signed by a member in order 
to be valid. Bearers of these guest cards are entitled to play 
golf upon payment of appropriate greens fees. 


The new Temporary Non-Resident Social classification, as 
well as the Student Membership classification, will be available 
to those who have made proper application, payment of dues (as 
listed above) and who have been sponsored by a club member or 
by a duly authorized representative of the Club. The Pro shop 
should keep a separate log book in which Temporary Non-Resident 
Social members, as well as Student members, are listed by date, 
name and address. This log should be readily available at any 
time for the use of accountants, et cetera. 


A receipt and registration form in triplicate is now being 
prepared for Pro shop use. In addition to serving as beceipts, 
these forms will also serve as the official course registration 
log. 


When greens fees are being collected from a guest, the name 
of the guest should be entered on this registration form, as weél 
as the name of the member sponsoring the guest. In the case of 
the person joining as a temporary member or as a student member, 
their copies of this receipt when stamped with a Terms and Condi- 
tions stamp (which is now being prepared) will serve as their 
membership card. 


The new receipt form is being laid out so as to clearly show 
sources of income (ieee, whether from members, guests, reciprocals 
and others). At the end of each day, receipts should be recapped 
as to category of income (member, guest, reciprocal, other) and 
these figures should be entered on a daily recap sheet (to be 
provided) and tlnis sheet, together with a copy of each of the ree 
ceipt forms, should be turned over to the Club Manager each day at 
the same time as turning over cash receipts at the end of each day. 
Please note, for proper handling all cash receipts and records men# 
tioned above should be turned over to the Club Manager on a daily 
basise

Gentlemen: 


On October 12, 1966, we wrote you an introductory letter concerning the property tax problems 
facing golf courses throughout the State of Oregon. In that letter we asked for your immediate reply, 
indicating your interest in the program, and your willingness to contribute financial and moral support 
to our program to seek needed remedial legislation. We were overwhelmed by your response. 


Although our address list was somewhat inaccurate and incomplete, as well as our list of golf courses 
located within the State of Oregon, within ten days approximately fifty percent of the golf courses 
in the state had replied pledging both moral and financial support. This group now includes almost 
every major public and private golf course in the State of Oregon. 


As a result of this response, our complement of directors is almost complete, and appropriate legislation 
is now being prepared for submission to the next session of the Legislature. Your chairman has appeared 
before the Legislative Tax Study Committee and received the distinct impression that the Committee is 
sympathetic to our proposed program. Representatives of various taxing agencies, both state and local, 
have also expressed interest in our program and have indicated their support of our request for legislation. 


On Monday, November 28, 1966 the board of directors met at Portland, Oregon and financial require- 
ments of the program were generally estimated. With the assistance of knowledgeable golf officials 
acquainted with golf courses throughout the state, the board determined the method by which the cost 
of the program should be allocated among the various courses. Size of club, financial ability, number 
of members, number of golf holes, the volume of play and geographic location, among other factors, 
were considered. Asa result your assigned share of the expense has been set at:

share with your current property taxes and consider that those taxes may double in the next five years, 


if remedial legislation is not obtained, we feel sure you will agree that the cost of this program to each 
of you is nominal. 


Prior to the convening of the Legislature in Salem on January 8, 1967, it is absolutely essential that 
you contact and personally advise each state representative and state senator in your district of the tax 
problem faced by every golf course in the state, and the dilemma faced by county assessors in that the 
method of appraisal of real property now required by law forces them to impose on unfair and unreason- 
able tax burden upon the golf courses of the state. You should advise them that this association intends 
to present a reasonable and workable solution to the Legislature at the coming session. Impress upon 
each Legislator that we do not seek a tax exemption, but merely legislation that will allow golf courses 
to bear a fair share of the tax burden, consistent with sound public policy. 


In addition, we will from time to time, during the legislative session in the spring of 1967, call upon 
you for support and assistance, mainly in contacting legislators within your area. In this regard, please 
forward also, as soon as possible, the names and addresses of your directors, officers and manager so 
that we may have available a current list of personnel available to assist in our program should the need 
arise. It is essential that we have this information as soon as possible. 


We appreciate your support, both moral and financial, since it is only in this way that we can make 
Our program a success.
